Dr. Elizabeth Atwater brings to a close this spring 
thirty-nine years of service to Potomac State College. 
During those years she has distinguished herself in 
teaching journalism and public relations. 


As a speech teacher she has managed to allay the 
fears of hundreds of students and aid them in express- 
ing themselves before groups. She was also a director 
of the Players Club for many years. 


As a teacher of journalism she can point with 
pride to a host of former students who have achieved 
distinction in the field, and she can also take great 
satisfaction in the standard of excellence the 
PASQUINO has exhibited under her direction. 


As former director of public relations she did an 
excellent job of getting out the news of Potomac 
State to the media, but on the other hand, she has 
never abandoned public relations, for she constantly 
advertises the college effectively through her 
countless public speaking engagements, and in profes- 
sional, state, community and church organizations. 


The above achievements are all the more distinctive 
when we recall that Dr. Atwater was trained as a 
classical scholar: AB, Latin, Duquesne University; 
MA, Latin, University of Pittsburgh; Ph.D., Latin and 
Classics, University of Pittsburgh. 


Among the many honors she has received is recognition 
in WHO'S WHO OF AMERICAN WOMEN, WHO'S WHO IN PUBLIC 
RELATIONS, WHO'S WHO IN AMERICAN EDUCATION, and the 
DIRECTORY OF AMERICAN SCHOLARS. In June, 1967, 

Governor Hulett C. Smith appointed her to the W. Va. 
Arts and Humanities Commission, a post she still holds. 
She belongs to Delta Kappa Gamma Society for Women in 
Education, Kappa Tau Alpha Journalism Honorary, and 
other professional organizations. She was named W.Va.'s 
Advertising Person of the Year in 1972 by the profes- 
sional advertising fraternity at WVU. She has been 

very active with Highland Arts, Unlimited, since its 
establishment. 


Dr. Atwater loves to travel and has visited the 


countries of Europe, Africa, the provinces of Canada, 


the Mediterranean, and Scandanavia. 


A member of the Church of the Assumption, she has 
long been active, not only in the women's group, but 
also as a teacher in the Confraternity of Christian 
Doctrine. 


Her service on committees at the college through 
the years would fill pages. For many years she 
sponsored a poetry interpretation contest and 
directed the W. Va. speech contests at PSC. She has 
annually presented awards to outstanding journalism 
students.

pr. A. G. Slonaker is honored tonight by the 
PSC Social Club following his retirement as Dean 
of Potomac State College December 31, 1977. He 
was appointed Dean of the College on July 1, 1973, 
and he served our institution with distinction for 
four and one-half years, appropriately capping 39% 
years of service and dedication to educational 
advancement in the state of West Virginia. 


Dr. Slonaker is a native of Capon Bridge, WY, where 
he was graduated from high school. He continued his 
studies at Shepherd College, graduating in 1938 with 
a degree in history. He received an MA degree in 
that field from West Virginia University. In 1958 
he earned his doctorate in educational administration 
from the University of Virginia. For his dissertation 
he wrote "The History of Shepherd College," later 
Published in 1968. 


He taught. at Capon Bridge High School from 1938 
to 1941. A member of the U.S. Army from 1941 to 1945, 
he was awarded a battlefield commission during the 
invasion of France. He returned to Hampshire County 
to serve as principal of Romney High School from 1947 
to 1954. He then became registrar, director of 
admissions, and associate professor of history at 
Shepherd in 1954, and four years later was named 
Academic Dean there, which position he held until 
coming to Potomac State. 


A LT COL in the US Army Reserve, he holds member- 
ship in Kappa Delta Phi and Phi Delta Kappa, education 
fraternities, and is a life member of the NEA. He 
is a past president of the W. Va. Association of 
Academic Deans. 


While at Potomac State he published his second 
book, "Recollections and Reflections of a College 
Dean," in 1975. He was chosen as "Alumnus of the 
Year" by Shepherd College in 1974. Until his retire- 
ment he was the "Dean" of college deans in West 
Virginia. 


While in Keyser he was active in the Lions Club, 
the Mineral County Historical Society, Scouting in 
the Tri-Valley District, the Advisory Council for 
Project PUSH, and the Grace United Methodist Church. 


He was married in 1946 to a native of Decatur, 
Alabama, Marjory B. Scruggs, whom he met in France.
